arbitration. Doth psrtlei are agraxl 
that there should be arbitration; but who 
would compos* the tribunal, and what 
would be the questions submitted for ruf- 
t ran* e, are questions upon which . w« 
could not com* to an understanding. Tfca 
matter has been refereed by the commis¬ 
sioners to UmRT respective governments, 
and as we have seen from tbo reports.
